avorable report on the bill. They will 
o over tho question of arbitrating 
trikes, with a view to outlining a pro- 
ram for immediate action in congress 
Jr. Wright's experience in the presi- 
ential commission which recently in- 
estigated the Pullman strike is de- 
ended on to give practical form to the 
Ian of national arbitration. It has 
.eretofore been urged theoretically, 
ut the report of thelcommission, based 
n inquiry and experience, 
recom- 


mends such federal arbitration as the 
urest way against labor agitations and 
trikes. It had been hoped that Presi- 
ent Cleveland would in his message 
ive specific approval to the plan of ar- 
itration recommended by the strike 
ommission, but he confined himself to 
n approval of the work of the commis- 
ion. 
Chairman McGann says of the pros- 
ecte of passing an arbitration bill this 
ession: 
"I think such a bill will go through 
bie senate and house without difficulty. 
There seems to be a general feeling, 
without reference to party, as to the.; 
pportuneness of such a measure Under 
rdinary circumstances it would be dif- 
cult to get through such an important 
ill at a short session, but the feeling IB 
o ripe for action that I expect it to 
ass both homes. The Springer bill 
ow reported is almost identical with 
le recommendations of the presiden- 
ial strike commission. Mr. Wright 
ill be asked for suggestions to perfect 
10 bill, and then there will be a united 


rt to secure speedy action on the 


ubject." 


Briefly, the bill provides for the 8p- 
ointment of a permanent board of ar- 
itration, consisting of three persons^ 
ne of whom may, in the discretion of 


president, be the commission of 


abor foi) the time being. The term of 
Heir office is fixed at Biz years, and 
ieir salaries at $5,000 a year, and their 
ppointmeuts shall be made by the 
resident, by and with the advice and 
omeut of the senate.

They lived in Providence, 
m Parkis avenue, in the finest house 
n the aristocratic Elwood section. 


They plunged at once into the social 


whirl. 
It was not long before she 


gathered about her a coterie of young 
men, many of them not in the fashion 
able set. These young men drank 
quantities of wine. 


Young Comstock was at first delight- 


id iwith his wife. 
Then his eyes 


ipenod and he got a divorce. It is said 
hat the co-respondent was Samuel 
?ost, the man who was killed by Ella 
kelson. 


Some time after the divorce Mrs 
lomstock came to New York and lived 
n various hotels. In July, 1890, she 
moved to No. 344 Smith street, Brook- 
yn. It was there she met Theodore 


>rbig, who lost his life through her.

Mounted Officer Qetchell, and his was 
but a fleeting glimpse of the face in the 
moonlight 


The officer was making his rounds on 


Lake street near Portland 
avenue 


about 8 o'clock Monday evening. A 
carriage passed him in which the occu- 
pants were loudly quarreling. 
He 


glanced at them and saw that he was 
thin of lace and had a dark heavy 
mustache. More he could not see. 
He now claims that he looked at the 
rig as it passed sharply and positively 
identified it as theGooseman ri£ which 
Miss Ging hired and which came back 
to the stable empty and blood soaked. 


The spot whera the body was found 


is about two miles from the spot where 
Qetchell claims to have seen the pair, 
bat is on a direct road thither 
That is 


up to date the only actual clue to the 
identity of the stranger. Bven by that 
it is by no means certain that the couple 
Oetchell saw was ths couple in ques- 
tion. 


There is just one other clew from 


which something may yet be learned. 
This is the note Miss Ging received in 
the morning, and which, alter reading 
she tore in small bits. Her waste basket 
is now in the hands of the police, who 
are making an effort to piece the vari- 
ous bits of paper found there together.

The failure of professional • football 


was a great disappointment to the fol- 
lowers of tho dribbling code, a large 
number of whom thought that the 
game would jump immediately into 
popularity. But it was hardly to be 
expected, in the face of counter at- 
tractions, that the public would flock 
to seo games in sufficient numbers to 
place tho project upon a paying basis.
